Barlan was thirty-four 
years old when his congressional ser- 
vice began.

There was a gain 
of $20 000,000 iu the experts of cotton 
cloths alone aud nearly tbe whole of 
this went to China, so It 'does noi look 
as though the boycott of American 
goods was absolutely fatal after all.

Tliat of Join) 
Wanton in suppoetd to be beneath the 
rated slab along the west tide of the 
cemetery aud that of Wllllutn Coddiug- 
ton, Jr., In marked by a (mail "tone. 
The locatlou of the grave of Nicholas 
Eacton is not definitely known, but la 
believed to be near tboee o( tila sons, 
John Easton aud Peier fission, lu the 
BoutheaBt corner of I lie ground. 


William CoddlDglon was born In 


Lliifoluenire, England, In 1801, and 
lauded at Saleui, Mans., June 12, 1630. 
He wai one nf the Court of AHHlsmiii 
In Boston in 1631, and in 1637, becom 
ing involved In the trial of Anne Hutcu- 
inton, left that Colony. He wan one of 
that tmall baud of men, 18 In number, 
Who, in the spring of the year 1638, 
came to the Icland of lihode Inland in 
search ot'a spot for theeBlablinhuieut of 
a home and a new government. 


Driven hither by persecution and fl». 


grant interference with civil and re. 
llfrlouB liberty, they sought u new nee- 
iion of the country, an unsettled dis 
trict, where they might organize for 
themselves a form of government free 
from unwholesome aud Irksome re- 
straints upou the life aud conscience 
and where they might have the truest 
liberty of thought aud faith. Purchaa-' 
lug the island of the Indians, they 
landed at its northern end and made 
the first settlement ut trmt point, giv- 
ing to it the Indian name of Pocasstt, 
which two years later was changed to 
the preeeut designation of Portsmouth. 


The chief authority of the settlement 


during this first year of its existence 
wan naturally vested m William Cod- 
diugton, who had been the prime 
mover and leading spirit in the forma- 
tion of the settlement. To him waa 
given the title of Judge, the desire be- 
ing to found the colony after the pat- 
tern of the Jewish government of old, 
which vested Its chief power lu a 
Judge, Mipported and advised by eld- 
en. 


So rapidly did the Colony increase 


during this first winter, that in the 
spring it was thought that a division 
Would be advantageous to the interest* 
of the settlers. A number of the 
people, therefore, 
withdrew to the 


south end of the Island, and com- 
menced a settlement to which they 
gave the name of Newport. Of this 
place, too, William Coddluginn, as the 
most prominent settler, was made the 
first Judge. 


Coddlngton'g bouse waa located ou 


Marlborough street, on the north side, 
fronting Duke street. He Is reported to 
have also built the first brick bouse 
erected in Boston. His original estate 
In Newport embraced all the laud 
bounded by Marlborougb', Farewell, 
North Baptist and Thames streets. The 
street, which now extends east and wett 
from Farewell street to Thames, be- 
tween Marlborough and North Baptist, 
takes Its uame from Coddlugtou, aud a 
cove east of Coaster's Harbor Island 
also bears his name. 


The Coddiugtou estate at that time 


wae much nearer the water than Is the 
corresponding land at the present day. 
Bridge street, Long wharf aud Wash- 
ington street between those two points 
are all made laud, and before Long 
wharf was constructed aud Washing- 
ton street was extended to meet It, there 
was an open passage from the inner 
harbor to the cove at the foot of'Marl- 
borough street. 
Strange as it uow 


seems, large vessels were ouce built lu 
this basin, and Its shores were bordered 
with distilleries. 


In 1640 the two settlements of New- 


port aud Portsmouth agreed to uuite 
aud be subject conjointly to the same 
lawsaud officers,regarding this arrange- 
ment as preferable to separate govern- 
ments and as better adapted lo secure 
the welfare and safety of both towns. 
Portsmouth, greatly depopulated by 
the withdrawal of the Newport set- 
tlers, had been slowly regaining its for- 
mer position and bad even made some 
advance, but never destined to equal 
the new settlement at the opposite end 
of the island. 


Upou the union of the two towns the 


administration of affairs of the colony 
was vested in a number of officers the 
chief receiving the title of Goveruoraud 
William Coddlugtou who had already 
filled the chief oflice in both towns was 
called tc occupy this high positiou. 
Gov. Cuddiugtou held his office until 
1647, when the island settlement)! uni- 
ted with those upon the mainland to 
form the Rhode Island Colony. 


A charter had been obtained through 


the friendly intervention of Sir Henry 
Vane and the new government was or- 
ganized In accordance with its pro- 
visions, a code of laws was iramed, the 
principles of democracy were reaffirm 
td, full religious toleration and free- 
dom of conscience was emphatically 
reiterated aud a board of governing 
oflicere was elected, the chief receiving 
the title of President. 


Coddiugtou died Nov. 1,1678, and at 


the time of bis death, at the age of 78, 
was occupying the chair of government 
at the head ot the administration. Loug 
lu office aud ever prominent iu towu 
aud Colony aflairs be was, perhaps, 
the most conspicuous among the many 
to whom Newport Is Indebted for its 
past and its present poniliou. Among 
his deeds which still live Is the fram- 
ing of the laws of the Colony, which 
are the basis of Ibe present laws and 
Constitution of the Stale, in which work 
he was associated aud performed a 
prominent part. 
In 1839 ou the occasion of the second 


centennial of the settlement of the Col- 
ony, a new imonument was erected at 
the public expeime over Coddington's 
grave In preserve the original Inscrip- 
tion and to honor the memory of the 
eh 11 lest pioneer to the Island of Khode 
Island. 


This heavy upright slab of dark gray 


stone Is inscrllied as follows; 


"'Mile monument erected by the town 


of Newport on the 12th day of May, 
1839, being the second centennial anni- 
versary of the settlement of this town. 


To the memory of 


William Coddlnglou, Esq., 


That Illustrious man 
who first pur* 


chamd lhl« Island from the Narragan-

William Coddliiguxi.jr.. seems lu have 


followed iu Ibe footsie)* of hi* father 
In winning 11* confidence of the people 
of his Bute and securing from them an 
•leclloii a* Governor, and yet but little 
is known concerning him. He evi- 
dently was born In N-Wport, for his 
birth occurred lu 1881, and liediedaia 
comparatively early age. Feu. 4, 1088, 
when be was nut 37 years old 
Me 
served as Governor only two years, 
from May, 1683. to May, 1085. 


The stone over tils xravn b<ars the 


simple inscription; ••Here lyelh ye body 
of William Coddlnglon, axed 37 years. 
Departed this Ufa ye 4 day of February 
1688." 
Nicholas Easlon wasboru in Wales, 


iu 1593. and landed in New England 
May 14, 1634. with two nuns. Peter and 
John. In 1635 he began the settlement 
of Agawaiu, now Aiuesbury, Mass., re- 
moving from there to lihode Island. 
He was one of the original settlers of 
the island and built the lint house in 
Newport. 
This dwelling was, situated on the 


east skle of Farewell street, just north 
ot the lot ou which the Friends Meet- 
ing House now siandx, hut It had only 
a brief existence, being destroyed iu 
1641 by a tire, set probably accidentally, 
by Indians. 
, 
lie occupied several high positions In 


the Colony, being an Elder under (jov. 
Coddhiuion, an Assistant iu 1640, Presi- 
dent in I6SO-1 and 1654, Deputy Gover- 
nor in 1670-1 and Governor under the 
rnyal charter iu 1672-4. He died Aug. 
15,1675. 


The bathing beach which has made 


Newport famed the world over bears 
his name because ills possessions lay in 
that part of the old towu. Easiou'a 
widow, Ann Ulaiton, appears to have 
been married to him iu 1671. only four 
years before his death. Some tirneafier 
his death she married ileury Bull, an- 
other of the Governors who is buried iu 
this Coddingtou ground, aud she also 
was interred iu the same plot upou her 
death, iu'1707. 
Near the trout wall of the ground 


stands a heavy granite slab bearing 
these inscriptions: 


Here lyeibde Body 


of Nicholas Eastnn, Gnvr. 


Died August 15ib 1675 


Aged 83 Years. 


Peter Easton, Senior 


Born 1632 Died 


February 12th 1698 


Aged 71 Years. 


Henry Bull was born iu South Wales 


lu 1610 aud arrived iu Boston Juue 4, 
1635. 
He became involved iu 
Ibe 


Hutchinson affair aud came to Rhode 
Island. He was one of the settlers of 
Portsmouth lu 1638 aud oue of the iu- 
cprporaton of Newport in 1639. He 
succeeded William Coddiugtou, Jr., as 
Governor aud held the office from May, 
1686,to May, 1686, aud again from Feb. 
27,1690 to May 7 of that year. 


He does uot seem to have figured very 


prominently iu colonial history except 
for these two short terms as Governor, 
but the family is one of the best known 
iu the history of Newport aud there are 
two generations of Henry Bulls still 
living. The laud owned by the original 
bearer of that name, or at least a por- 
tion of it, remained lu the family until 
a few years ago, when it was disposed« 
of lu the interest of a public Improve- 
ment, the new City Hall now occupy- 
ing a portion of it. Bull street, which 
extends from Broadway to Kay street 
aud borders ou oue side of the old es- 
tate, received its uame from the family. 


Near the ceutre of the grouud aud 


south of the entrance is a large granite 
stone erected to his memory, ou the 
face of which Is the inscription: 


"Here Lyetb Interred 


Ye Body of 


Henry Bull Esqr. 


lateGoveruur 
ot this colony 


• Aged 85 Years. 


Died January ye 22d 


1695." 


Ou the north side are the words: "He 


was oue of the eighteen original pur- 
chasers of this island who settled the 
town of Pocasxet or Portsmouth iu 1638: 
aud one of the eight who settled the 
towu of Newport in 1637." On the 
south face are the inscriptions, "Eliza- 
beth, bis wife, died Oct. 1, 1665," aud 
below: "Annie Clayton, his second 
wife aud widow of Nicholas Eastou. 
Died Jan. 80, 1707." 
John Easton, son of Nicholas Easton, 


was born iu Wales in 1617 and came to 
this country with bit- father iu 1634. 
He was Attorney General of the united 
government ot .Portsmouth and New- 
port iu 1653-4 aud held the same office 
for the Colony under the royal charter 
during his father's term as Governor. 
He was Deputy Governor iu 1674-6 and 
was elected Governor to succeed Henry 
Bull lu 1690, serving tive years. He 
died Dec. 12,1705, at the Ege of 88 years. 


The sione over bis grave is fiat and 


the inscription Is us follows: "Here lyelh 
interred the body of John Easton, Gov- 
ernor. He departed this life December 
ye 12, 1705, iu ye 86th yeare of his age." 
Below this inscription is a second, as 
follows: "Here lyeth interred ou the 
right hand the body of Alice, the wife 
of John Eastou, Governor, who depart- 
ed this life in the year 1699. 
Aged 


about 77 years." 


The last of these tlx Governors was 


John Wanton, who is believed to have 
been born In the town of Seiluate in 
this Slate in 1672. When his brother, 
V. illlam Wanton, died in December, 
1733, while holding the office of Gov- 
ernor, John Wautou had for five yearn 
occupied the second position of honor 
in the Colony, that of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, presenting the unique spectacle 
of brothers holding at the same time 
the two highest offices within the gift 
of the people. 


John Wanton succeeded his brother 


as Governor, serving from December, 
1733, lo July 5, 1740, wheu he, too, died 
lu office. These were the only two 
prominent positions he occupied In the 
Colony, but his service iu the two 
covers more t bun II years. 


Probably no other burial plot of simi- 


lar dimensions anywhere In this Slate 
has no unique u distinction as belongs to 
this little Coddlngton Cemetery In 
Newport as the final resting place of 
thin group of half a dozen eaily Govern- 
ors of the colonial period, and yet hun- 
dreds of hurrying people pass daily 
by Its wall with nctitcely a glance with- 
in or a thought of the distinguished 
dust burled there. Few Indeed prob- 
ably even know what names stand 
forth upon the monument!? and the 
liumblerslabs, or the records of those 
who bore then or the early dates at 
which they lived.—Providence Journal,

The 
latter, less oxygenated and charged 
with vapor of water, not only does uot 
stimulate, out depresses.—Public Opin- 
ion.

It la apparent from the 
tenor of the diwusaiou In tbe House 
aud IK action upon the Panama (.'anal 
emergency appropriation bill this week 
that gnat can and close scrutiny are to 
mark the consideration of measures 
"optulDg the doors* of tbe treasury," to 
use a phrase somewhat overworked iu 
.the course of that debate. 


MERIT SYSTEM MAY BE EXTENDED. 
The statement i." made that Presideut 


Koosevelt is iu hearty accord with Ihe 
new rule of Postmaster General Cortel- 
you providing that iu making appoint- 
ments to presidential pout office* merit 
•hall have preference over political in- 
fluence. Iu fact, it was stated further 
that the same policy will prevail, to a 
greater or leas exteut, iu other branches 
of tbe Federal service. There is good 
reason to believe that tbe Presideut is 
tbe author of the coutiuuous-aervlce 
policy. 80 far the rule bas been an- 
nounced In the Post Office Department 
only, but the politicians an apprehen- 
sive of general application, aud expect 
the worst. There will be some elasticity 
iu the enforcement of tbe rule, how- 
ever. In the flrst place, persona ob- 
noxious to the people they serve will 
not be continued in office, and Ihe re- 
form idea will uot be carried to tbe ex- 
tent of giving Democrats as good a 
chance for preferment as Republicans. 


NEBRASKA MAKSUAL REMOVED. 
The Presideut bas summarily re- 


moved from office United Stale* Mar- 
BhalT. B. Matthews of tbe disirict of 
Nebraska, for misconduct iu connection 
with tbe case of Klcbards aud Corn- 
stock who were recently convicted in 
that State of illegally feuciug the pub- 
lic domain. Tbe sentence of the court 
was that the defendants should remain 
in tbe custody of the United Stales 
marshal for six hours. The Presideut 
has lutormatlou that Matthews im- 
mediately turned them over to the cus- 
tody of their couusei. 


LARGER COMMERCE COMMISSION. 
An increase iu the membership of 


. -the Interstate Commerce Commission 


will be provided for iu any bill which 
passes Cougress. Whether the reorgan- 
ized Commhslou will coualst of seven 
or nine members, instead of (ive, has 
not yet beeu determined. Supporters of 
President Koosevelt's policy say this 
will come, because be wants it. 


MISS BOOsEVELT GETS HEK GIKTS. 
The valuable presents and trophies of 


Miss Alice Booaevelt's trip to tbe Orient 
.have been placed in her possession. 
They arrived about live weeks ago. A 
messenger from tbe White House paid 
the required duty, aud a big express 
van brought tbe presents iu twenty- 
seven boxen to tbe White House.

ceded that the ten-mile itquara duitrict 
would be either iu Virginia, Maryland 
or Pennsylvania. Rich ot th«u rjlates 
had accordingly, belure it met, already 
formally proUered for the acceptance 
of Cougrtsd the required "district" or 
territory, "with exclusive Jurisdiction" 
at such point as Ibat body should 
v boose. 


Tbe New Kuglnud and Middle State* 


aluiont unanimously favored tbe selec- 
tion of a district near Philadelphia or 
ou tbe tjuequebanua somewhere below 
Harruburg; tboao from tbe southern 
States mainly supported Congressman 
Richard Blaud Lee's resolution looking 
to its location ou tbe Potomac. 


An acrimonious discussion followed 


the Introduction of the resolution of 
Representative fieujauiiu Good hue, of 
Massachusetts, that the permanent Heat 
of government should be located ou the 
east bank of theHupquehanua, in Peuu- 
Bylvauia, aud that while permanent 
buildings were being erected the capi< 
tol should remain iu New York. 


The qne.-iion of Health, among oilier 


things, was argued against the Poto- 
uuc. Congressman Theodore Sedg- 
wick, of Massachusetts, asserted that 
it was generally believed iu New Bug- 
laud that tbe climate of tbe Potomac 
"ia uot only uubealtby, but destructive 
to northern conaliiutious." Jeremiah 
Wadswortb, of tbe Nutmeg State, "did 
not dare lo go t» the Potomac." Should 
that be tbe location, be feared that the 
"whole of New England would con- 
sider tbe union as destroyed." 


John Viulug, of Delaware, aud Mi- 


chael Jenifer Stone, of Maryland, fa- 
vored tbe Potomac. So did James Mad- 
ison, of Virginia. Many of tbe argu 
menta pro aud con biugdd upon tbe 
availability of communication with tbe 
growing west. 


Others participated In the debate, 


and (inally Mr. Lee, of Virginia, moved 
to strike out "the east bank of the river 
Busquehauna," and Insert "tbe north 
bank of tbe River Potomac." This 
brought the question to a head. The 
Lee substitute was lost by a decisive 
vote. The Good hue resolution, fixing 
upon the east baukoftheSusquebauua, 
passed tbe House by tbe decisive vote 
of 31 to 17, aud was sent to tbe Senate. 
As tbe southern representation In tbe 
House aggregated thirty, It is evident 
that thirteen of them backslid from 
George Washington, or failed to vote. 


There is no record of any debate of 


the Goodbue resolution by the Senate. 
Ou Sept. 26, 1789, it was sent back to 
the House, amended to read: "A dis- 
trict of teu m'les square, bounded on 
the south by a mie.ruuulng parallel at 
one mile's distance from the city of Phil- 
adelphia." It appeared that there was 
a tie vole, aud the Senate's amendment 
was adopted by the casting vote of 
Vli-e President Adams. 


But for Mr. Adam's casting vote as 


Vice-Prcaident, therefore, tbe capital of 
the United Stales would now Btaud 
somewhere on the hank of the Susque- 
banna, iu Pennsylvania. 
Wbat its 


uame would be is, perhaps, problemat- 
ical. If the House had agreed to the 
Seuate amendment it would, perhaps, 
be located at or near Philadelphia.

In Chicago, 8t 
Louis, Han Francisco, Ntw York, aud 
every other American town' tbe Jews 
figure as laborers, mechanics, educators

The Jews 
contributed 7,000 soldiers to the Union 
army In the civil war, and 2,000 to the

mon, of tbe Revolutionary era, down 
to Jacob H. Schiff of today. Amoug 
the Jew* In the present Congress are 
Senator Isidor Rayuer, of Maryland 
and Representatives Adolph Meyer, o 
Louisiana, and Henry M. Uoldfogle 
and Lucius N. Littauer, of New York 
The Hebrew bankers of New York, Lou 
don, Paris, aud Berlin had to be ap 
pealed to by Itutsiu and Japan before 
the iirst blow was struck al Port Ar 
Ihur.
